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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3 and 5 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach converting the received plurality of data 
symbol samples into plurality of quasi-pilot symbol samples based on the estimated 
polarities by multiplying each of the plurality of received data symbol sample by an 
associated estimated polarity; and generating an SINR estimate based on the plurality 
of quasi-pilot symbol samples using the multiplication results as the plurality of quasi- 
pilot symbol samples in an SINR estimation algorithm.
